By letters received in town by the lait Lifbon mail, 
we learn that about12 Englith privateers which had 
been fitted out at Gibraltar, had taken feveral valuable 
prizes, amounting in number to 130, which for imme- 
diate fécurity they, iad carried into Malta. ‘This port 
was, before they could carry off their prizes, blockad- 
ed by a French force.
